rlos, where, the morning «vas to bit

put It. 

On arriving nl Ihr quarries. Dr. 
Bancroft lectured on the nature and 
formation of sedimentary rocks. .\f 
1er warda everybody went down to tho 
level floor of the quarry where the rock 
w.«* Iwirc, and, a belter view of a see 
tlon of the horizontal, bods mishl bu 
obtained. Hero also all hml the op 
portunlty of rxumlnlng the fossils us 
they occur In the limestone. About 
(tils time the party wan Joined by 
demonstrator Graham Htunsficld. The 
rock found In these quarries Is Trcn 
ton limestone, so colled becauae It was 
first discovered at Trenton, N.J., tho 
bedi covering a Urge |>art uf the val. 
lies of lite Si. I-awiencc and Otiawa 
Rivers. 

"TremoMirmeitone U'maUe up of Ihn 
sheila of small sea animals that lived 
in the waters once covering this great 
area. The sheila or skeleton* of thes.- 
anlmala were much In evidence In the 
rock and nil began work in an endea- 
vour to extract them. 

These limestone beds are broken 
through by dykes of Igneons rock 
and in place», aie aepuraled by shoe'.s 
of the same material. The dykes ^ind 
sheets were formed by molten rock, 
Coming up from Ihu hot Interior of 
I'm- earth, filllri cracks to form dykis 
and forcing apart the beds of lime- 
stent- piodlicln» sheets.

METZ CEREMONY 
WAS IMPRESSIVE 

Famous Academy in Lorraine 
Resumes Sittings. 



In I.ornilnn the other day the Aca- 
temy of Metr resumed Its Hitting*; and 
the official ceremony became the moro 
Impresivc when the revenue of its 
capital accumulated since 1S70 from 
the many lmiiortant ihinsltona that be- 
gan with its founding In the Liter 
eighteenth century, was dedicated to 
rewarding the hen/Ism of many young 
girls and women in Mots and Lorraine 
during the war. For the old academy 
had ceased, ita »ltttngtf when Lorraine 
passed under German dominion, and 
resumed them only when Lorraine 
ngain became French. The corre- 
spondent does not exaggerate when ho' 
soya that the re-openlng "gave a touch- 
ing and significant proof of the fiiith- 
fulncHS of Lorraine to the moat onolent 
traditions of French culture." In ita 
earlier days the Academy of Mets was 
one of the moss celebrated of the 
French provincial academies, and it 
will undoubtedly resume the position 
that tvu once recognized by the title 
'•L'Utile." The word "useful" sums up 
Its Ideta, for its earlier programma eon. 
trlbuted to the, etudy of html culture, 
improved the navigation of the Moselle 
corresponded with foreign countries, 
created free technical and industrial 
chusses. and stood, in short, for whut- 
ever its members might find to do to 
advance the practical educational life 
of the Province. After 1870 many of 
the members lefl Mets and were wel- 
comed by other Institutions: and for 
47 years the old academy remained 
quiescent under the vigilant watch of 
German officials waiting for the day 
when it could— ehou'd once more be 
French.

when tho oil reservoir is filled, and 
when oil runs out of the cock the 
filling «hould be stopped. Simply 
make euro that you arc using the right 
quantity of oil. 

Using the right kind of oil is a 
molter of knowing what you should 
have and getting it. 

This does not mean necessarily that 
only one brand of oil should be Used. 
There are many good brands on the 
market. If you cannot gel the brand 
recommended 'by tho maker of your 
engine, find out what oil of the brand 
you con got Is recommended by the 
oil manufscturer for your particular 
type. 

. If there Is considerable water the 
churning of the connecting-rods may. 
cause It to form a sort of emulsion 
with the oil. This is a thick mixture 
which may prevent tho pump from 
working. Or the water may freeze 
whore It collects in the bottom of the 
reservoir, and thus block tho pump. 

For these reasons It Is well to change 
oil oftener In winter than in summor. 
If the engine Is frequently warmed up 
and cooled down, trio condensation of 
moisture wlU be greater than for the 
sam* mileage in a continuous run. 

Water, being heavier than oil, tend* 
to sink to the bottom and will do so 
unless made to mil with tho oil by the 
churning of the rods, as described. As 
the pump draws from low down in the 
reservoir, it is likely to get charged 
with water, and this may freeze in the 
pump and cause tt to smash when 
the engine is next started up. , 

Drain the oil frequently In winter, 
and drain it when tho engine is hot,

Under the heading, " Labor's Obliga- 
tion in the Present Crisis," the Cana- 
dian J.ii.or Prera for August reviews 
the present Industrial ' attuotlnn and 
makes a strong plea for the purchase 
of Made in Canada products. It urges 
the necessity for lncressed production 
and for efficient workmanship and 
contends that labor must repudiate the 
leadership of extreme elements. 

"The reception of tho report of the 
Industrial Helntlons Commission." the 
I«bor Pre an says, "seems to prove that 
the sentiment of the country is with 
i-ii.or in it* demands for an eight-hour 
day. collective bargaining, and the 
right to organise In trade unions. 
These condition* are admitted in the 
majority report of tho Mathers Com- 
mission, but If there are to bo legitl- 
mate conceaaions to Labor, both In- 
dustry and the general public have s 
right to demand sound economic teach- 
ing from Labor leaders. The crying 
need of Canada today Is Increased pro- 
duction. Only by the creation of new 
wealth can the Dominion recover from 
the strain of five years of war and 
correct the present economic situation. 
The democracy whioh preaches the 
rights of tho individual should skso In- 
sist upon individual responsibility to 
the community. It is right that Labor 
pit on id hove a reasonable workng day 
at moro than a living wage, that it 
should have assurance against unem- 
ployment, time for recreation, ond de- 
cent housing conditions. But In re- 
turn Labor Is under obligation to the 
state to render efficient service, to 
give Its best workmanship, to produce 
to the maximum, and to employ con- 
stitutional methods In the conduct of 
It* particular activities. 

"Labor must bo divorced from I.W.W. 
and Bolshevist influence*. ïhe lead- 
ership of thoughtful workors must bo 
restored. Tho Trades and Labor Con- 
gress to be held In September will bo 
a critical event. In Toronto, Winni- 
peg, Vancouver and Calgary ned in- 
fluences attempt to dominate the local 
council*. If such influences control 
the Trade* and Labor Congress, the 
Government's efforts to create a bat- 
ter understanding and moro thorough 
co-opcriitlon between employers and 
employees through the medium of the 
Industrial Conference which is prom- 
ised within the' next few weeks, can 
hardly succeed. It* succès* depends 
upon the reasonable attirudo of Can- 
adian worker*, and if their (leaders 
refuse to participate In such o con- 
ference os local council* refused to 
appear before tho Royal Commission 
on Industrial Relations, harmony can- 
not bo restored in the industrial field 
and Labor will merit the condemna- 
tion of the general public."

■ In washing running gear only use a 
soap solution made by dissolving In a 
pall of w.uur sufficient soap to maka a 
good suds. Hon onto' car with sponge. 
Ilinse Immediately with clear water. 

If necessary to use sosp on body, use 
only pure soap, such as Imported cattllt, 
or the very best oil soap made for use 
on siitomoblles. There must be no frse 
alkali or orlrls in the sosp, as these Will 
cat the surface of the varnish.

"There are 300 echonls In Manitoba 
where there nre no teachers to care for 
the students," declared 8. H. Forçât, of 
Souris.

Forre«t eold that tho situation grew 
more serious each year, and the only 
remedy would be a substantial Increaso 
In teachcra" salaries. He Htated that 
few teachcra In Manitoba were being 
paid less than ?60 n month, but out of 
this smaJi amount thoy have to clothe 
nnd board themselves. Alderman A. 
H. Pulford, who was present, charac- 
terized tho paltry toachers' salarie* a 8 
a disgrace to the province. Mr. For- 
rest urged that the various eoliool 
boards of trustées should be abolished, 
and the administration of school mat- 
ters In each municipality vested in a 
central governing body. A general 
tax rate should bo otruck, ho said, 
covering thn expense of upkeep of 
schools In the whole municipality. At 
present every little rural school dis- 
trict has Its own board of three trus- 
tees.

Since adopting 
it we have conformed vrlth lireat 
Britain and 11 European countries who 
began lt before we did.
